Valedictory  Address 

by  Bob  Bark  we  II 

Mr.  Saunders,  Mr.  Pate,  Members  of  the  staff,  fellow  graduates,  ladies  and  gentlemen: 
When  I  got  Mr.  Saunders'  invitation  to  speak  tonight,  I  accepted  with  misgiving.  I  didn't 
have  the  faintest  notion  of  what  1  could  say  that  would  be  worthwhile.  My  search  for  something 
worth  saying  eventually  led  me  to  look  for  a  definition  of  valedictory.  In  the  strict  sense  of  the 
word,  a  valedictory  is  a  farewell;  the  farewell  of  this  class  to  this  school .  But  any  such  farewell 
must,  of  necessity,  be  a  very  personal  thing.  A  simple  history  of  the  highlights  of  the  last  five 
years  cannot  and  does  not  express  the  effect  of  a  school  on  those  that  pass  through  it.  The  shaping 
of  character,  of  patterns  of  thought,  even  of  personality,  are  effects  which  I  have  found  impos- 
sible to  put  into  bald  prose  and  dissect  before  an  audience .  Therefore,  since  I  cannot  express  my 
own  farewell,  much  less  those  of  the  class,  I  leave  farewell  to  each  person  to  say  for  himself,  in 
his  own  way  . 

But  a  valedictory  is  also  a  message  from  the  graduating  class  to  those  who  have  taken  their 
place.  There  5s  a  question  of  whether,  after  two  months  of  college,  we  are  qualified  to  give  a 
message;  perhaps  not.  Nonetheless,  I  will  make  the  attempt. 

In  today' s  society,  as  always,  life  is  based  on  the  need  to  make  decisions  andchoices.  It  is 
impossible  to  go  through  life  avoiding  them;  either  someone  else  will  make  them  for  you,  as  they 
did  when  you  were  a  child,  and  you  will  become  a  puppet,  not  living  but  merely  existing,  or  you 
will  be  destroyed .  There  is  no  second  alternative . 

There  are  many  types  of  decisions,  but  for  purposes  of  this  address,  I  have  divided  them  into 
three  classes;  personal  decisions,  by  which  I  mean  decisions  relating  to  your  personal  existence; 
concerned  decisions,  that  is,  decisions  about  others;  and  abstract  decisions,  or  decisions  which  do 
not  immediately  and  directly  affect  your  life . 

Personal  decisions  come  in  every  size,  from  what  colour  tie  to  buy  to  what  your  career  will 
be.  Obviously,  some  of  these  are  more  important  than  others.  Obviously  again,  there  will  be  some 
overlapping  with  concerned  decisions;  for  instance,  when  you  decide  on  a  mate.  The  striking  thing 
about  personal  decisions  is  that  their  effect  is  more  or  less  immediate  and  direct;  you  buy  this  tie 
or  that;  you  take  certain  courses  in  preparation  for  this  or  that . 

Concerned  decisions  are  those  which  you  make  about  the  future,  happiness,  and  welfare  of 
others.  The  most  obvious  examples  are  the  decisions  made  for  and  about  children  by  their  parents. 
Again,  there  is  overlapping  with  both  personal  and  abstract  decisions.  You  make  a  decision  to 
help  someone  in  trouble,  for  instance,  because  of  a  priorabstract  decision  that  those  in  need  should 
always  be  helped.  Note  that  the  effects  of  concerned  decisions  are  also  mostly  immediate  and 
direct . 

Abstract  decisions  are  those  which  do  not  usually  have  a  direct  and  immediate  bearing  on 
your  life.  They  are  the  factors  behind  most  personal  and  concerned  decisions.  For  example,  an 
abstract  decision  that  life  is  sacred  may  lead  to  a  personal  decision  not  to  be  a  soldier,  or  more 
positively,  to  become  a  doctor.  Since  such  decisions  are  usually,  though  not  always,  made  in  our 
youth,  their  effect  becomes  evident  only  over  a  period  of  many  years  or  when  precipitated  by  a 
crisis,  and  then  in  an  indirect  manner . 

There  are  many  factors  which  these  decisions  have  in  common;  the  persona  I  ity  of  the  person, 
the  interaction  of  decisions  of  different  types  and  the  need  for  knowledge  about  any  situation  be- 
fore a  decision  can  be  taken  .  The  most  important  factor  I  inking  them  is  the  last;  the  need  for  know- 
ledge. And  knowledge  implies  education,  formal  or  otherwise . 

This  brings  me  to  one  of  my  major  points  this  even ing~the  need  to  get  all  the  education  you 
can.  This  point  has  been  belaboured  by  so  many  people  that  it  has  lost  most  of  its  original  effect- 
iveness. Moreover,  it  may  sound  somewhat  pompous  coming  from  a  first  year  university  student. 
Nevertheless,  it  is  worth  repeating.  Without  education,  you  either  cannot  make  intelligent  de- 
cisions or  you  are  restricted  to  a  small  range  over  which  you  can  make  them.  This  is  one  of  the 
major  tragedies  of  today;  that  so  many  people  are  trapped  by  their  own  ignorance  .  Do  not  let  this 
happen  to  you;  get  the  best  education  you  can  obtain;  anything  else  is  not  worth  your  time  or  ef- 
fort. Moreover,  education  does  not  end  with  graduation  or  the  end  of  apprenticeship.  It  must  go 
on  throughout  life.  The  man  who  has  ceased  to  learn  has  begun  to  die.  Education  stimulates 
thought  from  which  comes  decision.  It  is  thought  and  the  ability  to  make  conscious  decisions, 
which  is  the  main  difference  between  man  and  beast . 

But,  to  quote  Colin  Wilson  in  "The  Outsider",  '  Thought  alone  is  no  use  .  Action  is  necessary . 
Action  alone  gives  thought  and  decision  meaning  .'  Your  decisions  and  choices  are  useless  un- 
less you  act  on  them.  Many  of  you  are  going  on  to  college  or  out  to  get  jobs.  When  you  do,  a- 
void  the  ivory  tower  complex;  do  not  divorce  yourself  from  the  world  around  you  .  If  you  think  the 
needy  should  be  helped,  volunteer  your  services;  if  you  can  playan  instrument,  join  a  band;  if  you 
are  concerned  about  your  community ,  do  something  about  it,  don' t  just  complain .  This  is  the  crux 
of  my  message  tonight— GET  INVOLVED!  Get  your  education,  make  your  decisions  and  then  act 
on  them.  Remember,  a  man  is  only  as  good  as  his  actual  performance  proved  that  he  is. 

More  important,  the  enthusiasm  and  involvment  of  a  people  is  reflected  in  their  leaders  and 
institutions.  A  vigourous  people  with  a  great  deal  of  citizen  participation  will  produce  a  nation 
with  great  leaders  and  strong  institutions.  The  converse  is  also  true .  Apathy  and  lack  of  action  on 
major  issues  can  destroy  our  society.  You  and  I  are  the  citizens  of  tomorrow;  if  we  refuse  to  act, 
who  will? 

Little  of  what  I  had  to  say  tonight  was  inspired  or  even  original  .  Some  things,  indeed,  have 
been  said  so  often  that  they  have  become  hackneyed.  But  they  have  been  repeated  so  often  be- 
cause they  are  worth  listening  to.  Therefore,  at  the  risk  of  boring  you,  I  have  tried  to  repeat  them 
once  again.  In  any  case,  this  is  my  message;  get  an  education,  formal  or  otherwise,  think,  and 
above  ail  act  on  your  decision.
